The  plan  is  to  build  settling  ponds  today  retain  these  flows  - the  upper  pond  will  be 
completed  by  early  afternoon,  and  the  lower  one  by  COB  or  early  tomorrow.  Once  the 
ponds  are  built,  caustic  soda  and  flocculent  is  available  on-site  to  provide  treatment. 

The  Animas  River  is  clearing  up  - it  is  cloudy  but  no  longer  red.
